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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-7, in Paper No. 6 received October 
24, 2003 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the three invention groups are 
closely related and no showing of an unduly burdensome search would result. This is not found 
persuasive because the requirement for restriction does not solely rest on a closely related 
standard. Also, various classes/subclasses listed from paragraph 1 of the previous Office Action 
supports the wide diversity of subject matter and search burdens that would flow if all the diverse 
claims were to be examined together. Further, Applicant has not overcome the last sentences 
from paragraphs 2 and 3 from Paper No. 6. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 8-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 6. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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4. Claims 1-7 rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bornemisza-Wahr 
et al, US 6,073,1 19 (hereafter "Wahr"). 

Wahr discloses distributing contemporaneous electronic media information over the 
Internet incorporating web sites, e.g. cols. 3-5, lines 50-49, where the pop-up window, e.g. 32, 
36, may be modified, e.g. col. 11, lines 9-64, so that a plurality of users at remote locations may 
view and manipulate such information. Wahr does not specifically disclose the term "electronic 
poster kit" as recited by Applicant. However, Applicant's term does not appear to provide a line 
of demarcation over the pop-up windows of Wahr. Nonetheless, to have provided an electronic 
poster kit similar to a pop-up window for Wahr, would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. Doing such would implement common knowledge technology, e.g. poster kits, 
used in the electronic media art. The particular time intervals recited are deemed within the time 
parameters S5, S6 disclosed by Wahr.
